Mini Lesson 


1. Explain that effective research papers must also include accurate mechanics and grammar. Instruct students to review their papers and add 
a variety of correctly structured sentences. Students should also edit spelling, punctuation, capitalization errors. Remind students to use 
the spelling and grammar review features provided in the word processing program they are using. 

2. Review expectations for publishing their final report.
